cago, stated.

ORDER PERMIT EXPORT 


MANUFACTURED GOLD 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. 


(#>)—President Roosevelt to- 
day issued an executive or- 
der authorizing purchase of 
newly mined gold by the re- 
construction corporation in 
.accordance with his plan for 
a managed currency through 
control of domestic gold prices. 
In addition, the order revoked a 
previous ruling in such manner as 
to permit the export of manufac- 
tured articles fabricated from gold. 
Th£se exports are to be abject to 
such regulation as the secretary 
of the treasury may prescribe. 
The new order also revoked that 
part of the president's order of 
August 29 providing for sale of 
newly mined gold under the system 
which was abandoned yesterday 
with the inauguration of purchases 
by the RFC. 
The text of the president's order 


follows: 
"By virtue of the authority vest- 
ed in me by section 5 (B) of the 
act of October 6, 1917, as amended 
by section 2 or the act of March 
9, 1933, entitled 'An act to provide 
relief 
in

purposes,' I, Franklin D. Roosevelt,

While this was a decrease of 
three cents as compared with yes- 
terday, there was actually an In- 
crease In the London gold price 
in British currency. 


It jumped from 130 shillings, 


one pence, to 130 shillings, 0 1-2 
pence. 


Variations In foreign exchange 


accounted for the decrease in the 
dollar value. 


Today's price was determined b> 
the committee appointed by the 
President to attend to this detail. 


As on yesterday, Chairman Jesse 
Jones of the RFC, and Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., representing the 
President, called upon Acting Sec- 
retary Dean Acheson at his office 
in the treasury.

A part of the 15,000,000 acres of 
cotton land the government ex- 
pects to rent next year will be 
available 
for the 
use—probably 


free—of tenants who may be dis- 
possessed by the program. 


The cotton plan calls for the 


reduction of land planted to the 
staple from the past average of 
40,000,000 to about 25,000,000 acres 
for 1934. The prospect that thou- 
sands of, families might be forced 
rom the land as a result has 
been one of the chief concerns 
of the farm administration. 


An Intensive study of the situ- 
ation has been made within the 
administration and the 
contract 
hat will be offered the growers 
s being drawn. 
The 
government 
intends 
to 
write Into It just as much protec- 
ion for the renter and bhare- 
cropper as the law allows. It will 
stipulate the division of benefit 
payments between 
the landlord! 


and the tenant. 
These payments Include a ren- 


tal, ranging from $3 to $11 per 
acre for land taken out of pro- 
duction, and a guarantee of par- 
ity for a part of the crop. 


However, growers who do not 


contract to cut acreage will re- 
ceive neither the rental payments 
nor the parity guarantee. 


The farm administration takes 
the position it will have control 
over the 4and on which it will 
pay rent and if the need arises 
this will be turned over to ten- 
ants for whom no place remains. 


Officials say they expect little 
trouble in southern sections where 
negroes are tenants and where 
cotton has been grown for gen- 
erations. 
In some sections, however, par- 
ticularly In Oklahoma and Tex- 
as, where land has been put to 
cotton in recent years, there are 
reports of many cases where land- 
lords live far away from the soil. 
Already agitation for the protec- 
tion of tenants has begun in those 
areas.

The large number 
of accidents c a u s e d by 
worn-out brakes, defective 
steering gear and malad- 
justed headlights is suffi- 
cient reason to demand thai 
these "cripples" be barred 
from traffic lanes.

S°Pirst, hold a cloth wrung from 
hot water over the face, renewing 
it once or twice,, until the dirt 
and bid make-up have gone and 
the skin is flushed aad warm.

First, rapid strokes with 
the finger tips, running north from 
Oie nose, then northeast and north- 
west, thus radiating out and cov- 
ering the whole forehead, crossing 
rover any wrinkles that may be 
there.
